Mail To DX Countries

The following is from the Post Office. It's a good 
reference to check before you send out that 
obscure-country QSL request... 


Afghanistan: All mail services are suspended as of May 
24, 1994. 


Ascension: No air parcel post service. 


Chad: All surface mail is suspended. Air mail service 
including International Pnonty Airmail and Express 
Mail continue. 


Cuba: No air or surface parcel post or small packet 
service. Service is limited to letters in the usual form, 
Braille letters for the blind, postcards, and printed 
matter sent as air mail, surface mail, International 
Priority Airmail (IPA) or International Surface Air Lift 
(ISAL). 


East Timor: All surface mail is suspended. Air mail 
service is limited to ordinary air mail postcards and 
letters/letter packages addressed to the cities of Dili and 
Pante Makassar. No other classes of mail (air or 
surface) are permitted. 


Ethiopia: No air or surface M-Bag service. 


Falkland Islands: Aur parcel post service is suspended 
because transportation is not available. 


Iraq: Due to United States sanctions, mail is restricted

to a maximum weight of 12 ounces and may contain 
only personal communications not involving a 
transaction of anything of value. Air mail, Express Mail 
International (EMS), and International Priority Airmail 
(IPA) services continue subject to the content 
restriction. Surface mail including International Surface 
Air Lift (ISAL) and special services are not available. 


Kampuchea (Cambodia): No small packet or parcel 
post service. Aur and surface mail service is limited to 
postcards, letters/letter packages not exceeding 2 
pounds, and printed matter, including books and 
publishers’ periodicals not exceeding 4 pounds. 


Korea, Democratic People's Republic of (North Korea): 
No parcel post or small packet service. Air and surface 
service is limited to letters, postcards, printed matter, 
and matter for the blind. 


Kuwait: All surface mail is suspended. Air, EMS, 
IPA, and ISAL services continue. 


Lebanon: All surface mail is suspended. Service is 
limited to air postcards, letters/letter packages, small 
packets, pmnted matter, including books, and 
publishers’ periodicals not exceeding 4 pounds, and 
parcel post items up to 11 pounds. IPA and ISAL 
services continue. 


Liberia: All surface mail including ISAL is suspended. 
Air mail, EMS, and IPA services continue. 


Libya: ISAL_ service is suspended because 
transportation is not available. Air mail, IPA, and 
regular surface mail services continue. 


Mongolia: No surface or air parcel post service. 


Montenegro: Due to United States sanctions, mail is 
limited to a maximum weight of 12 ounces and may 
contain only personal communications not involving a 
transfer of anything of value, and publications or other 
informational materials. Air mail, regular surface mail, 
EMS, and IPA services continue, subject to the content 
limitations. 


Rwanda: All mail services are suspended as of May 24, 
1994. 


Serbia: Due to United States sanctions, mail is limited 
to a maximum weight of 12 ounces and may contain 
only personal communications not involving a transfer 
of anything of value, and publications or other 
informational materials. Air mail, regular surface mail, 
EMS, and IPA services continue, subject to the content 
limitations. ISAL service is not available. 


Somalia: All mail services are suspended.--Customer 
Service and Sales 


Yemen: All mail services are suspended as of June 23, 
1994

FCC to Reorganize 


The FCC has proposed to reorganize several of its 
bureaus and offices. A new Wireless 
Telecommunications Burcau is to have as a co-deputy 
chief Ralph Haller, who currently is chief of the 
Private Radio Bureau and is well known to amateurs. 

Richard M. Smith, now head of the field 
operations bureau, Is to Be chief of a new office of 
engineering and technology. 

Beverly Baker who is now deputy chief of the 
Private Radio Bureau, is to become chief of the Field 
Operations Bureau. 

FCC chairman Reed Hundt said, in announcing 
the proposed reorganization, that wireless and 
international were the areas calling for the "biggest 
changes." He said that personal communications 
systems and other emerging technologies made a 
wireless bureau necessary. 

Hundt said that an International Bureau "will 
better meet the challenges ahead as the FCC 
continues its role in international 
telecommunications, working with the Department of 
State and National Telecommunications and 
Information Administration (NTIA) in the promotion 
of the global information infrastructure." 

Scott Blake Harris is to be chief of the new 
International Bureau. He currently is the chief of the 
Office of International Communications. 

The reorganization will become effective when 
formal commission and Congressional approval has 
been obtained, as well as approval of the labor union 
representing FCC employees.
